NOTE  VERBA LE 

In  coffioliance  with  the  reouest  of  the  Government  of  Great 
Britain,  made  with  the  approbation  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  the  Royal  Government  propose  to  the  Signatory 
States  of  the  Treaty  of  February  6,  1922,  to  convene  at  Brussels  on 
the  30th  of  this  month,  with  the  view  of  examining  in  accordance  with 
Article  7  of  that  Treaty,  the  situation  in  the  Far  East  and  of  studying 
the  amicable  means  of  hastening  tne  end  of  the  unfortunate  conflict 
existing  there.

The  Japanese  Government  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  the  Note  Vorbalc  under  the  date  of  the  20th 
instant,  by  which  the  R^yal  Governncnt,  in  accordance  with 
the  request  of  the  Governncnt  of  Groat  Britain,  and  with 
the  aoprebatien  of  the  Governncnt  -~f  tho  United  States  of 
America,  propose  to  tho  Powers  signatory  to  chc  Treaty  of 
February  6,  1922,  tc  noot  at  Brussels  on  the  30th  of  this 
nenth  in  order  to  examine,  in  conformity  with  eno  Article 
VII  of  the  said  treaty,  tho  situation  in  the  Far  East  and 
to  study  amicable  moans  of  hastening  tho  end  'f  the  regretta¬ 
ble  conflict  which  is  taking  ^laco  there. 

The  League  of  Nature,  in  the  rooort  adopted  on  the 
6th  of  the  month,  has  d>  cl '.rod  tho  basis  <  f  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  only  one  of  the  tv/o  parties  that  the  military 
operations  carried  on  by  Japan  in  China  arc  in  violation 
of  tho  Nino  Pcwer  Treaty,  The  action  of  Japan  in  China  is 
a  measure  of  self-defence  wa_ ch  she:  has  been  connelled  to 
take  in  tho  face  of  Chin-  violent  anti-Jaeanese  policy 
and  oractice,  especially  oy  her  provocative  acts  appealing 
tc  force  ^f  arms;  and  c'n.ioiiuently,  it  lies,  as  has  boon 
declared  already  by  tho  Imperial  Governncnt,  outside  the 
ourview  of  the  Nine  Pcwer  Tr-  aty. 

The  Assembly  of  the  League  of  Nations  has  oven  gone 
the  length  of  assuring  China,  of  its  moral  support  and  of 
recommending  to  its  members  t^  abstain  from  any  action  that 
might  weaken  that  country’s  power  of  resistance  and  add  to 
its  difficulties  in  tho  present  conflict,  and  also  to  study 
how  they  night  individually  give  aid  to  China.  This  tc  take 
no  account  of  the  just  intention  of  the  Imporial  Government, 
who  propose  to  bring  rbc>ut  a  sincere  co-operation  between 
Japan  and  China,  to  assure  enduring  peace  in  East  Asia,  and 
t~  contribute  thereby  to  the  peace  of  the  world.  This  is 
to  toko  sides  with  one  of  the  parties  and  to  encourage  its 
hostile  disposition,  but  in  no  way  to  contribute  to  an  early 
settlement. 

The  Royal  Governncnt  make  in  their  invitation  no 
mention  of  the  connection  betweon  tho  proposed  Conference 
and  the  League  of  Nations.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  in  its  Resolution,  tho  Le-guo  of  Nations  has  suggested 
a  meeting  of  those  of  its  nenb-rs  who  arc  party  tc  tho  Nine 
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Povcr  Treaty,  and  that  tho  Government  -f  the  United  States, 
who  have  acquiesced  in  tho  request  of  tho  Government  of 
Gr<_r.t  Britain  for  tho  convocation  of  the  crnforcnco,  have 
declared  on  October  6  thoir  approval  of  the  Rescluticn,  the 
Imperial  Government  c:\nrot  but  conclude  that  tho  convocation 
of  the  conferonco  is  linked  to  the  Resolution  of  tho  League 
of  Nations.  Nov;  the  League  of  Nations,  as  mentioned  above, 
has  expressed  its  views  casting  reflection  up^n  the  honour 
of  Japan,  and  it  has  adapted  a  resolution  which  is  incon¬ 
testably  unfriendly  towards  her. 

In  these  circumstances,  tho  Imperial  Government  arc 
constrained  to  believe  that  frank  and  full  discussion  to  bring 
about  a  just,  equitable  and  realistic  solution  of  the  conflict 
between  Jap^.n  and  China,  cannot  bo  expected  between  the 
Powers  concerned  at  tho  proposed  conference. 

Moreover ,  the  present  Sino- Japanese  conflict  arising 
from  the  special  situation  of  East  Asia  has  a  vital  bearing 
upon  the  very  existence  of  the  two  countries.  The  Imperial 
Government  are  firmly  convinced  that  an  attempt  to  seek  a 
solution  at  a  gathering  ^f  sc  many  Powers  whose  interests  in 
East  Asia  re  ^f  varying  degrees,  or  wlc  have  practically 
no  interests  there  at  all,  will  only  serve  to  complicate  the 
situation  still  further  and  to  put  serious  obstacles  in  the 
path  of  a  just  and  proper  solution. 

Fcr  these  reasons  explained  above,  the  Imperial 
*v*uni  :.cn^  regret  their  inability  to  accent  tho  invitation 
of  the  Royal  Government.

THE  BRITISH  NOTE  DELIVERED  3Y  SIR  ROBERT  CRAIGIE 
TO  THE  FORT I OF  MINISTER  ON  DECEMBER  16,  1937

Your  Excellency,  9m6uJt**S xJ**{*fu*y  tOuAu*  *+uC  ?Z*nJ***£. 

I  have  the  honour  on  instructions  from  Hie  Majesty's 
Government  in  the  United  Kingdon  to  address  your  Excellency 
on  the  subject,  of  attacks  made  by  Japanese  aircraft  and 
land  forces  on  British  warships  and  merchant  shipping  at 
Wuhu  and  near  Nanking  on  12th  December.  Those  incidents 
clearly  raise  grave  issues. 

2.  At  Wuhu  a  British  tug  which  had  conveyed  from 
Nanking  His  Majesty's  Consul,  the  British  Military  Attache 
and  the  Flag-Captain  to  the  British  Rear-Admiral,  Yangtze, 
was  attacked  by  Japanese  machine-gun  fire  after  transferring 
these  officers  to  H.  M.  S.  ladybird.  The  letter  proceeded 
to  join  the  tug  in  order  to  piotect  hei ,  when  she  observed 

a  Japanese  field  gun  battery  firing  on  merchant  ships  con¬ 
centrated  above  the  Asiatic  Petroleum  Company's  installation. 
Firing  continued  and  was  diroctod  at  H.  M.  S.  Ladybird  herself. 

3.  There  were  four  direct  hits  on  this  vessel,  one 
naval  rating  was  killed,  another  was  seriously  wounded  and 
thore  were  several  miner  casualties  including  Flag-Captain. 

A  direct  hit  was  also  seer,  to  be  sustained  by  the  British 
merchant  ship  Suiwo.  K.  M.  S.  Bee  then  arrived  on  the  scene 
and  was  also  fired  on  by  the  shore  battery.  The  Commander 

of  H.  M.  S.  Bee  lended  to  protest  and  was  informed  by  Colonel 
Hashimoto,  the  senior  Japanese  military  officer  then  at 
WUhu,  that  firing  on  warships  was  due  to  a  mistake  but  that 
he  had  orders  to  fire  on  every  ship  on  the  river.  At  a 
later  interview  the  same  officer  stated  categorically  that 
if  any  ships  moved  on  the  river  they  would  be  fired,  on  and, 
Respite  protests,  vH.Mo-S*  ?»e  end  JJady.bird  after  berthing 

remained  covered  by  guns  at  point  blank  range* 

4.  Near  Eeia  Sp.n-shan  above  Nanking  where  British 
merchant  ships  were  concentrated  in  a  part  of  the  river  pre- 
viouslv  designated  by  the  Japanese  Conmander-in-Chief  as  a 
safety-zone,  three  separate  bombing  attacks  were  made  by 
Japanese  aircraft  on  then  and  on  H.  M.  Ships  Cricket  and 
Scarab  which  were  with  them. 

5.  His  Majesty's  Government  have  now  been  glad  to  re¬ 
ceive  your  Excellency's  note  of  the-  14th  December  offering 
the  profound  apology  of  the  Inperial  Japanese  Government  for 
the  attacks  on  His  Majesty's  Ships,  stating  that  measures 
were  immediately  taken  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such 
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incidents  and  adding  t-iat  they  will  dial  suitably  with  thoso 
responsible  ar.d  pay  the  necessary  conoensetion. 

6.  Kis  Majesty's  Government  observe  that  Your  Ex¬ 
cellency's  note  makes  r.o  mention  of  the  attacks  on  Eritish 
merchant  vessels  end  I  an  instructed  to  request  that  an 
assurance  ray  be  given  that  all  that  in  said  in  that  noto 
applies  equally  to  these  attacks. 

7.  His  Majesty's  Government  take  particular  note  of 
the  statement  that  those  responsible  will  be  suitably  dealt 
with.  Adequate  punishment  of  thoie  responsible  for  the 
particular  attache  under  discussion  se^ms  indeed,  to  Kis 
Majesty's  Government  to  bo  the  only  method  by  which  further 
outrages  can  be  prevented. 

8.  Kis  Majesty's  Government  cannot  but  recall  the 
previous  incidents  in  which  tho  Japauior e  Government  have 
expressed  regret  for  attacks  made  on  British  nationals  and 
property  and  have  given  assurance  that  adequate  steps  had 
been  taken  to  prevent  any  repetition.  They  call  to  mind 
the  attack  made  on  His  Majesty's  Ambassador  to  China  whilo 
travelling  by  road  from  Nanking  to  Shanghai,  tho  subsequent 
attack  on  motorcars  conveying  British  officials  on  a 
similar  journey,  the  ac tacks  on  British  civilians  and 
military  posts  on  the  defense  perimeter  at  Shanghai,  .as 
well  as  other  incidents,  and  tho  repealed  assurances  of  the 
Japanese  Government  of  their  intention  fully  to  respect  the 
interests  of  third  Powers  in  tho  preeont  conflict  with  China. 
It  is  clear  that  the  steps  hitherto  taken  by  the  Japanese 
Government  to  prevent  such  attacks  have  so  far  failed  in 
this  purpose  and  His  Majesty's  Government  must  now  ask  to 

be  informed,  that  measures  have  actually  been  taken  of  a 
character  which  will  put  a  definite  stop  to  the  incidents 
of  which  they  complain.
